The special bank account, opened 
October 23 with a $40,000 deposit by 
Tregsurer J. R, Nutt, of the national 
committee, for Lucas’ convenience, was 
cited by Chairman Gérald P, Nye, of 
the committee, as “apparently a pure 
and unadulterated slush fund.” Nye 
announced he would subpoena Nutt 
to appear. before the committee after 
the holidays, and directed that all re- 
cent checks against the fund be held 
for the committee, 

Wade ‘H: Cooper; president of the 
Commercial National Bank here, 
which handled the special account 
and the lean, made the disclosures. 
Lucas Yast week” said the Wdan was 
entirely a private transaction, and an 
undertaking in his capacity as a citi- 
zen and a republican. 

Senator Bronson Cutting, repub- 
licau, New Mexico, today termed the 
Lucas transaction “political thuggery” 
and said that the “responsibility lies 
considerably higher up” than Lucas 
himself. He called for a repudiation 
of Lucas’ action, but there was no 
reply. 

' Hoover Not In It. 
The White House meantime assert- 


ed that President Hoover was taking 
no part in the situation. 

Norris himself in a _ statement 
charged that one of the documents 
Sent to Nebraska by Lucas was a 
fake and a “falsehood” sent out in 
the late days of the campaign when 
no answer was possible. The. Ne- 
braskan denied he demanded Lucas’ 
resignation, although Norris’ friends 
have demanded it. 

“Everyone must believe,” Norris 


said, “that he was using somebody 


else's money and that he is now con- 
cealing someone higher up.” 
Repwhblican senate leaders refused 
to discuss the disclosures or Lucas’ 
defiant answer of yesterday, demand- 
ing that the party leaders repudiate 
Norris, who holds the powerful re- 
publican chairmanship of the judiciary 
committee.

IHAWKES REPORTED.

MACON, Ga., Dec. 22.—(4,—T. 
Wallace Hawkes, form-r Macon bank- 
er, Monday was reported critically ill 
with pneumonia at the state prison 
farm near Milledgeville, where he was 
taken last week to begin sérvice of a 


10 years’ sentence for embezzling more 
than $91,000 from the Merchants & 
Mechanics bank here. 

Mrs. Hawkes was by his bedside at | 
the penitentiary hospital, where on 
Sunday his temperature is said to have 
run beyond 103 degrees. Dr. Richard 
Binion, the srison physician, diag- 
nosed the case as pneumonia in the 
left lung. He was much improved 
today, it was reported. 

Hawkes was taken from the steam- 
heated Bibb county jail late Thursday 
afternoon and taken to the state farm. 
Friday morning, it was said, he was 
taken at daybreak, with other pris- 
oners, and carried into the field for 
what is ealled “field duty,” said to 
have been the only work for him 
to do. 

The former banker remained in the 
field, it was said, throughout the day, 
returning with the other prisoners in 
the late afternoon. He was dressed 
in the regular prison garb, it was re- 
ported, which included heavy under- 
wear in contrast with the light ma- 
terials which he had been accustomed 
to wearing in the county jail here. 

Prison offic ‘ials reported that the 
field was “damp and muddy” on the! 
man's first day out, “but he made no | 
complaint.” Haw kes announced when | 
he first entered the prison Thursday | 
that he expected to make a ‘model | 
prisoner,” and said he soil not com- 
plain. He indicated his readiness to 
do anything he was ordered to do.
